sponsibilities which equal those of any 
captain of industry. 


A worker in a silk mill, a laborer in 
a rubber plant, a paper maker, a work- 
er in a shoe factory—all are getting 
higher average wages, the survey 
shows, than does America’s minister, 
city or country. Nor does the city 
man receive the luxurious salary that 
many persons, including many country 
parsons, believe he does. Not four 
ministers in a thousand, according to 
the survey, receive $5000 a year. In 
no instance, whatever the denomina- 
tion, does a majority receive $1000. 

Are you a Congregationalist? In 
2783 churches the yearly pay to your 
ministers has been less than $1000, | 
Are you a Presbyterian? You are then 
on the less than $1000 Ist with 6415 
ministers. In the event that you are a 
Methodist the charge is that 4719 pas- 
tors are trying to exist on the $20 a 
week that you pay them. Eptscopalians 
do a little better, yet half of their ruc- 
tors receive less than the $1500 a year | 
which government economists regard 
as the minimum on which a family can 
be decently maintained. 

The initial cost of the cheapest “‘fliv- 
ver” on the market fs less than $600, 
but @ very good, conscientious pastor, 
it is shown, can be hired for a year for 
that sum. 

Ministers in the South are preaching 
to fifty or more cotton-pickers who ifn- 
dividually are paid more for picking 
cotton than their entire neighborhood 
pays to the preacher in a year. 

One of the aims of the present co- 
operation of the world’s Protestant de- 
nominations is to end this disgrace of 
the underpaid minister. With univer- 
sities, business houses and muntcipall- 
ties daily taking action to provide for 
the comfort of their workers, the 
church is to keep pace with the times, 
and to arrange not only for adequate 
pay for its workers, but to provide pen- 
sions for those no longer able to work. 

It 1s to move the public to prevent 
unfavorable comparison of pastors ahd 
puddiers. Until then, as for a puddler 
swapping jobs with a pastor drawing 
an “ordinary” salary—never! The 
lowest salary paid to pastors is lower 
than any wages paid in the entire steel 
industry.

UNION DEPOTS FOR 
INTERCITY TRUCKING 


Further evidence of the proven 
practicability of motor truck express 
is disclosed in the establishment in 
Toledo, Ohio, of a union depot solely 
for motor truck freight. 

An organization of independent 
trucking concerns, founded a year 
ago for the development of inter-city 
motor transportation, is responsible 
for this innovation. Business has 
grown so rapidly within the course 
of the year that the building of a sta- 
tion in tHe heart of the city was 
made necessary ‘to facilitate ship- 
ments. 

The building is to be a modern 
structure of two floors and basement. 
The equipment will -include electric 
elevators and other machinery which 
will aid in the speedy handling of 
freight. : 

This, we believe, is but the fore- 
runner of-a great system of such 
depots or centers for motor trans- 
poration lines. The rapid develop- 
ment of the motor truck; exprgss will! 
undoubtedly shortly result _ net 
work of routes extending t ghout 
the entire country and connected by 
such central stores. 

With the suanleatton “ trucking 


come a ‘ereaet factor 
transportation. A 

Without a unity of one thers is 
a certain waste in transportation— 
a loss of tonnage ‘hauled. Naturally 
this results in increased costs! The 
creation of highway transportation 
commissions in various. states and 
the organization of transportation 
bureaus in cities has resulted in the 
elimination of much of this capacity 
waste, 

These latter associations, compris- 
ing the leading motor haulage con- 
cerns in the community, are central- 
izing trucking activities. 

The Toledo association, for in- 
stance, maintains for the mutual 
benefit of truck-owning members and 
those whom they serve, a central of- 
fice and a secretary-manager. In 
this office an accurate check of 
trucks is kept on a large blackboard. 
The moment a member has a truck 
not in use he notifies the secretary 
and the truck is immediately posted 
as idle. Another member, whose 
trucks are all in operation, may re- 
ceive a request from a shipper. He 
Notifies the secretary of this request 
and the idle truck belonging to the 
first member is placed in service. 

In the inter-city hauling trucks are 
operated so systematically that they 
are assured of cargoes both ways. 
Rate schedules are based on the 
cost-plus plan and the association 
provides for members a course of 
instruction which teaches the proper 
way to determine expenses of op- 
eration. 

All cargoes are insured by the as- 
sociation from the time they are 
placed aboard the truck at the ship- 
pers’ place of business until they 
are delivered at their destination. 

Detroit, Cleveland, Akron, Pitts- 
burgh and other cities in the Central 
West recently have established simi- 
lar bureaus and all are being inter- 
woven into one vast system. The 
various associations are now serving 
territory within a 100-miles radius of 
their respective cities. * 

With the organization of these as- 
sociations in several more of the 
large centers as now contemplated, 
the motor truck express system in 
the Central States will be practically 
complete. There seems little doubt 
that it will then spread rapidly to 
other sections and eventually thru- 
out the country.

EX-SERVICE 
IS ITS AIM 

Were Webster alive today he could 
dg nothing but define the Service and 
Information Branch of the War De- 
partment as “A bureau of the govern- 
ment insistent upom-helping every ex- 
service man solve his individual prob- 
lem,” for this office is exercising its 
every effort and energy to obtain a 
satisfactoyy adjustment and _ settle- 


inte

The bureau was originally estab- 
lished, jointly by the Navy and War 
Departments to replace into suitable 
civilian occupation every ex-service 
man who could work. This it ac- 
complished with amazing results, and 
has now directed its aim to the aid 
of disabled men, and those whose 
claims against the government have 
not been satisfactorily settled. 

Its main purpose is to get in di- 
rect contact with the men them- 
selves, find out just what their trou- 
ble consists of, and then to put the 
case before the proper official and 
see that it is given consideration. 
The members of this office are full 
of action; they get action for the ex- 
serviée man and every case thus set- 
tled. adds pleasure to their work. 

The central office of this bureau is 
established in the Council of National 
Defense Building, Washington, D. C., 
with Lieut.-Col. Mathew C. Smith in 
charge. The country is divided into 
three districts, with Captain H. Cc. 
Billings in charge of the Western 
District with offices at 809 Flood 
building, San Francisco. Offjcers, 
and ex-officers, assigned as field rep- 
resentatives, work in prescribed ter- 
ritories out of this western district 
office, with Lieut. Edward F. Sea- 
grave covering northern California. 

It is the chief object of this bu- 
reau, which is termed as the office 
gf the assistant to the secretary of 
war, to have established in each com- 
munity a central committee to con- 
sist of the various welfare activities, 
employment.. agencies, war risk m 
surance officers, f@éderal vocational 
expert# and public health surgeons, 
which will be able to take care of 
any phase of work and serve as a 
clearing house on all matters con- 
cerning the ex-service man. 


The whole idea is to straighten out] 


with as little delay possible the many 
difficulties that occur when such a 
great number of men are attempt- 
ing to obtain settlements at a dis- 
tance. Any ex-service man who Ccan- 
not get local assistance is invited to 
take up their case with either the 
San Francisco or Washington office:

HONOR CLAIMED BY WELSH 


Writer Asserts Natives of That Coun. 
try Were the First White 
Peopie in America. 

In an amazingly interesting old 
book, published by the author, John 
Williams, Vale street, Denbigh, Wales, 
in 1856, entitled “Ancient and Modern 
Denbigh,” there appears the following 
rare bit of information: 

“In A. D. 1169, Madogap Owen 
Gwynedd, and his followers, are said 
to have left the Vale of Clwyd (in 
North Wales), and to have reached 
America 300 years before Columbus 
discovered that vast continent. Re- 
turning, next year, they took many 
more with them, and are said to have 
founded a tribe of Welsh American In- 
dians.” 

England had been conquered by the 
Normans in the previous century, and 
the sons of the great barons William 
the Conqueror had brought with him 
from France were taking possession 
by force of the conquered kingdom, as 
they could. They were not always 
successful in their little individual 
wars, and a good many Saxon earls 
and squires held their own against 
them. Especially did the Normans 
have a bad time trying to oust the 
ancient Britons from their property in 
Wales. It was not until 1283 that Da- 
vid, last king of the old British empire, 
was defeated, and King Arthur's royal 
crown was taken by the Norman-Eng- 
lish, as was the Welsh relic “croes- 
enydd” made of the true cross and in- 
closed {nm gold and silver, embossed 
with jewels by St. Helena, the British 
princess through whom it may be said 
that the... Norman-English became 
Christian. 

The author fails to quote the docu- 
méntary evidence of the discovery of 
America by the Welsh. 


SHALE ACCEPTABLE AS FUEL 


Satisfactorily Used Now in Esthonia, 
it May Be Taken Up by Other 
Countries. 

Rallroads in Esthonia seem tn‘a fair 
way to discard coal in favor of bitur 
minous shale, a substance common 
enough in geological formations to 
make the Hsthonian experiment widely 
interesting. Lacking coal, the Hstho- 
nian provisional government has been 
investigating the possibilities of shale, 
and, as the report comes by way of 
Helsingfors, shale is now being used 
for a good many purposes. The gas 
factory at Reval, for example, is using 
shale exclusively for making gas. But, 
so far, shale has not been adupted 
as a fuel, and wood is being burned 
in the fire-boxes. The factory prob- 
ably waits to see how completely shale 
can be used to run railway trains, 
and the railway factory in Reval is 
now experimenting with fire-boxes 
suitable to using shale ina locomotive. 
That it can be successfully used, how- 
ever, seems to have been proved. Cost 
is a strong argument for the use of 
shale, and 3 marks for a pood, or 
some 80 or 40 pounds, of shale, as 
against 30 marks for the same meas- 
ure of coal makes it very much cheap- 
er. It would be odd, but not impos- 
sible, if later events should show that 
in using shale for fuel the little-known 
country of Esthonia is leading the 
world.

California First Interdenomiia- 
tional Conference Sched- 
uled for Feb. 25-27. 


EXPECT 3400 WILL ATTEND 





































Official Heads of Various Protestant 
Denominations Have  Indorsed 
Conference Plans — Meetings 
to Occur In Other States. 





California’s first interdenominational 
conference of pastors is scheduled to 
be held in Los Angeles, February 25, 
26 and 27. The gathering has been 
called by the Interchurch World Move- 
ment, in which a score of denomina- 
tions are cooperating. 


Following the Los Angeles meeting 
the pastors of Northern California and 
Nevada will meet in San Francisco 
The pastors’ con- 
ferences in Arizona have been divided 
into two sections, the first meeting in 
Phoenix, February 23 to 26, and the 
second at Douglas, March 1 to 3. 

The Interchurch Movement program 
will be considered at the conference. 
Speakers, whose names have not yet 
been announced, will consist of a 
team of leaders of various denomina- 
tions, several of them of national 
note, sent out from the Interchurch 
Movement’s speakers’ bureau in New 
York. : 


Announcements of the conference 
were sent out from headquarters of the 
Interchurch movement. Replies re- 
ceived indicate that at least 3400 will 
attend. 

The purposes of the conference, as 
announced from Interchurch state 
headquarters; are: 

1. To receive and consider the re- 
port of the world-wide survey pre- 
sented at the World Survey Conference 
of the Interchurch Movement at Atlan- 
tic City early in January. 

2. To determine the program of 
the Interchurch World Movement in 
these three states, particularly as it 
relates to the pastor’s support, to his 
church and to his community. 

3. To prepare for county and town- 
ship Interchurch conferences to be held 
later. J 

4. To pray and counsel together 
soncerning the tasks imposed upon 
pastors by the Interchurch program. 

One half-day of the program will be 
set aside for group meetings of pas- 
tors of the various denominations. 

The Interchurch Movement will pay - 
the railroad fare of all pastors attend- 
tng the conference. Local churches in 
numerous instances are making ar- 
rangements to pay other expenses in- 
curred by their pastors in attending. 

A conference of pastors, similar to 
that planned for California, Arizona 
and Nevada, will be held in every state 
of the Union in February or March. 
The meetings in these states are 
among the opening conferences. The 
sonferenceg_are arranged so as to per- 
mit several teams of speakers to travel 
an regular schedules from one :to .an- 
other. : 

Official. heads. of various Protestant 
ienominations in the San Francisco 
trea have indorsed the conference 
plans, and are backing up the Inter- 
shurch announcement with letters of 
‘heir own mailed to the pastors of their 
jenominations. 

The joint budget formulated by rep- 
resentatives of the participating 
churches at the Atlantic City confer- 
mce will be laid before the ministers 
st these meetings. The formulation of 
this budget followed a world-wide sur- 
vey of church needs for the next five 
rears.

HILLS MOLDED BY GLACIERS 


Peculiar Formation of “Drumiins” 
Makes Them Appear as Though 
Intelligently: Designed. 

Between Syracuse and Rochester, N. 
¥., Hes a country of hills, knowg_as 
drumlins, which ts ‘one of the most 
beautiful bits of scenery in the eastern 
United States. The term drumlin is 
an Irish one, and is ‘applied to low, 
rolling hills of glacial origin which ex- 
{st in that country, and also in parts 
of New York and New England. This 
section between Syracuse and Roches- 
ter ts the very heart of the American 
drumlins, roa 

Most Americap’mountains and hilfs 
were formed Yy violégt disturbances 
of the earth’s’ surface,’and their rude 
origin {a reflected in théir ruggedness. 
Rut 'the drymlins wer built by‘ the 
g¥eat ice sheet which Ofice covered all 
of North Afverica. The materials of 
which they ae made were pushed to- 
gether slowly by the crawling glaciers, 
molded and tamped and smoothed by 
the great ice fingers’ as a child makes 
mud pies. y 

“ The drumlins look as though they 
had been designed by some great intel- 
Iigence with a sense of beauty, for 
they rise in smooth, gentle curves. 
They are remarkably uniform in 
height, usually a little less than 200 
feet, and so smooth and lenient are 
their slopes that many of them are cul- 
tivated to their summits. Some of 
them are as round as half an apple, 
and others are long welts or rolls. 

Scattered among the hills are a 
number of small lakes and ponds, clear 
and pretty, and there ts good fishing 
in many of them. The drumlins are a 
favorite playground of the people in 
Syracuse, Rochester and other nearby 
towns, but they are little known be- 
yond the counties in which they lie. 








The Earth’s Crust. 

Bs most fmportant scienttfic inves- 
tigation of the last year in any coun- 
try has probably been the attempt to 
measure the earth's crust. We know 
very little about the shell on which we 
live. Scientists have been studying the 
problem in Hawaii, Tuscany and in 
Salvador, where the opportunities for 
{Investigation are especially favorable. 
Much data new to science has been 
collected concerning the shell, its com- 
position and probable age. Still other 
tests have been made in New South 
Wales, where a great reservoir concen- 
trates an {mmense welght of water on 
a limited area, and instruments have 
been devised to measure the movement 
of the earth's crust under this weight. 
New light has thus been thrown on 
the action of volcanoes.—Boys’ Life. 





Ground Hogs.
